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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-40 are 
allowed. 

Prior art of record and cited arts taken alone or in combination fail to disclose a specific 
arrangement of an electrical machine comprising; a rotor secured to a shaft with an axis of 
rotation said rotor comprising a plurality of magnets for producing a magnetic field, a stator with 
air gaps formed between the rotor and the stator, said stator comprising a plurality of separate 
pole cores having corresponding separate coils or set of windings wound on and surrounding said 
pole cores, said pole cores being arranged so that at least a portion of one or more of the pole 
cores is arranged at an angle to the axis of rotation, said angle being equal to or greater than 0 
degrees and below 90 degree, and said pole cores providing part of one or more magnetic flux 
paths, wherein a magnetic flux path includes two and only two pole cores and two and only two 
air gaps. 

Regarding non elected claims 12-13,23,26-27,29-36,38, and 40 are rejoined and allowed 
with respect to independent claims as required by species restriction requirement.
